The Bill provides for the compulsory training of engineering 
graduates and diploma-holders, for the maintenance of a Central 
Registry for such trained personnel and for their employment in 
industries in private and public sectors by appropriate Governments, 
In the case of Central Government, the provisions of the Bill , if 
enacted and brought into operation , will involve expenditure both 
initial and recurring from the Consolidated Fund of India . It is of 
course not possible to assess at this stage the amount of the expen 
diture inyolved . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub - clause (1 ) of clause 9 empowers the Central Government to 
make rules for carrying out the purposes of the Bill. Sub -clause (2 ) 
provides that rules made under this Act may provide that a contra 
vention of any such rule shall be punishable with fine not exceeding 
one hundred rupees . The delegation of power to impose a fine under 
Sub - clause (2 ) is necessary for the proper enforcement of rules 
made under sub - clause ( 1 ) , Otherwise, the rule making powers 
delegated to the Central Government are of a normal character,
